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Bus drivers' sick pay to be docked 


WHILE First Dorset bus strikes continue due 
to talks breaking down, Unite - the union rep¬ 
resenting the striking drivers - has announced 
First Dorset are to dock sick pay. 

According to the union, drivers suffering from cancer 
or serious heart conditions have been told by First bosses 
that they will have their sick pay docked while strikes 
over a pay dispute continue - which Unite said was ille¬ 
gal and “flouted every canon of humanity and common 
decency”. 

More than 110 drivers based at Weymouth and Bridport 
are taking industrial action, with two suffering from can¬ 
cer and two from serious heart conditions, who will have 
their sick pay suspended on the days that strikes happen, 
even if they have been signed off work by there GP. 

Bob Lanning, Unite regional officer, said: “These are 
very serious life-threatening conditions - we are not talk¬ 
ing about the odd day off for the common cold - and we 
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are taking legal advice as we believe the management is 
acting illegally. What we are witnessing is almost unbe¬ 
lievable in the context of a legitimate industrial dispute 
in Britain in 2016 - it flouts every canon of humanity and 
common decency.” 

The crackdown comes as it was revealed for the first 
time that the pay dispute would cost £48,000 a year to 
settle, while the losses caused by the six week-old dispute 
is now £250,000 and could reach £500,000 if the indus¬ 
trial action continues for another six weeks. 

Mr Lanning added: “This is the economics of the mad¬ 
house. it would take just £48,000 a year to settle and 
bring up the wages of our members - the lowest paid of 
all First Group drivers across England. 

“The management is in its bunker and would prefer to 
adopt anti-union postures than settle with Unite for the 
benefit of the travelling public and our members.” 

However, First Dorset claims that sick pay is only paid 
to those who are at home suffering from illness and not 
on the picket line. 

A spokesperson for First Dorset said: “We regularly up¬ 
date our staff on company policies that may affect their 



work. In this case we wrote to employees to remind them 
of company policy with regard to the current industrial 
action. This letter reminds staff who are off work due to 
illness are entitled to either company sick pay, or statu¬ 
tory sick pay. However, sick pay is not paid where staff 
are actively taking industrial action instead of recuperat¬ 
ing from their illness.” 

Unite has also announced a further seven continuous 
days of strike action from Monday, August 8th. 

All forthcoming industrial action, including the 23 
dates previously announced by the union, which would 
have taken the strike through to early September, had 
been suspended following a technical error made by the 
union when notifying the business. 

The receipt of a new notification means that action will 
resume next Monday (August 8th). For the duration of 
this week, until August 7th, all buses will run as normal. 

Marc Reddy, managing director for First Dorset, said: 
“We remain deeply frustrated at the union’s unwilling¬ 
ness to go to formal arbitration at ACAS as a means of 
resolving this dispute. 

“This is the only sensible way forward, giving them the 

_ opportunity to set out their 

case for an enhanced pay 
offer, over and above the 
2.3 per cent deal over two 
years that we have offered, 
to an independent person, 
who will then rule on what 
they have heard from both 
sides.” 

First Dorset is currently 
finalising the emergency 
timetables for next week's 
action, but it is likely to be 
broadly similar to what has 
run before ie 90 per cent of 
the normal service on 
strike days.

Burning: Bridport Home and Away’ exhibition has re¬ 
turned to the town hall, detailing Bridport’s role in 
the First World War.

Beach huts proposed 
for West Bay seafront 

WEST Dorset District Council is proposing to in¬ 
stall up to 50 beach huts along West Bay prome¬ 
nade. 

The huts would be used from March to Septem¬ 
ber and be positioned below West Cliff. 

Cllr John Russell, West Dorset District Council’s 
executive portfolio holder for environmental pro¬ 
tection and assets, said: “We are exploring the pos¬ 
sibility of beach huts in West Bay on a seasonal 
basis - March to September. 

“The idea is currently in its early stages and we 
are looking to gain feedback from Bridport Town 
Council alongside those views of the West Bay 
Community Forum in order to help inform consid¬ 
erations. 

“We are aware of concerns regarding the poten¬ 
tial positioning of the huts, however, the desired 
location is short of the cliffs and has the protection 
of a retaining wall. 

“Public safety is always top of our priorities and 
we feel confident that the suggested location is safe 
for huts to be positioned.” 

Members of the Bridport Town Council plans 
committee said that the proposed location was in 
the Symondsbury parish but raised concerns about 
the number of huts proposed and the location 
below West Cliff with the potential movements 
and slippage of the cliffs. They also questioned if 
pedestrian access would be restricted. 

Overall, the committee did not think the location 
for the beach huts was a good idea.

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Young farmers shine in stock judging competition

Dorset County Council aims to help 
refugees and condemns hate crime 


THE Melplash Agricultural Society’s an¬ 
nual Young Farmers Stock Judging com¬ 
petition took place this year at Higher 
Sturthill Farm, Shipton Gorge, by kind 
permission of Andrew and Helen Fry. 

Young farmers from Marshwood Vale, 
Beaminster, Ilminster, Sherborne and 
Puddletown young farmers’ clubs (YFC) 
attended. 

The judge for the evening was farmer 
David Sayer from Cannington, near 
Bridgewater, who had a dairy of pedi¬ 
gree Ayrshire cows until he gave up 
milking 10 years ago. 

He now breeds Ayrshire heifers, keeps 
beef cattle and has 100 ewes while also 
visiting farms and livestock markets 
clipping cattle in preparation for sale. 

Mr Sayer is also president of Bridge- 
water YFC and a field officer in Sedge- 
moor YFC. 

The aim of the stock judging competi¬ 
tion is to develop an interest and skill 
level of stock assessment in young peo¬ 
ple and this generation of farmers. 

Mr Sayer said: “Good stock judging 
skills are increasingly important in live¬ 
stock farming, if you don’t know the 
good and bad points of an animal you 
won’t be able to breed or buy stock 
well.” 

Working in teams of two, the young 
farmers were tasked to assess four dairy 
Holstein cows and to place the cattle in 
order of merit as to their suitability for 
milk production and breeding. They then 
had to present their reasons to the judge 
to justify their placings. 

Mr Sayer added: “Overall I was im¬ 
pressed with the calibre and knowledge 


of the youngsters - in particular the way 
they presented their observations and 
choices to me - all good skills for build¬ 
ing their confidence for the future life, 
whether they continue their career in 
farming or not.” 

First place in the junior section and 
winners of the Melplash Agricultural So¬ 
ciety shield was Jasper Love and Henri¬ 
etta Love of Sherborne YFC. 

In the intermediate section, first place 
and the Melplash Agricultural Society 
shield went to Shaunna Knight and Luke 
Johnston of Marshwood Vale YFC, in 


second place were Lucy Wallbridge and 
James Wallbridge of Beaminster YFC 
and in third place, Ben Batstone and 
Harry Dibble of Ilminster YFC. 

Toby Wonnacott and Henry Cox of 
Puddletown YFC came out on top in the 
senior section, taking the Francis W 
Hunt Perpetual Challenge Cup, with 
Lucy Milne and Michael Crabb from 
Beaminster YFC coming in second 
place. 

Best newcomer was awarded to Jasper 
Love and highest-placed individual to 
Shaunna Knight. 


DORSET County Council is coordinat¬ 
ing efforts to settle refugees from 
war-torn Syria in the county - while 
councillors have spoken out to con¬ 
demn hate crime. 

The county council has agreed to 
work with partners, including other 
councils and public, voluntary and 
community organisations to provide 
homes and support for around six to 
eight Syrian families in Dorset. 

Millions of refugees have fled the 
war in Syria since 2011. The govern¬ 
ment has committed to settling 
20,000 refugees in the UK by 2020 
and has invited local authorities to 
offer homes and help to families from 
the camps around Syria. 

Cllr Jill Haynes, cabinet member for 
adult health, care and independence, 
said: "Dorset is committed to playing 
its part in the national response to the 
humanitarian crisis in Syria. 

"There has been an outpouring of 
public support for refugees in Dorset 
and we are seeking to channel this 
help in the best way. 

"We will be working particularly 
closely with voluntary and commu¬ 
nity groups to deliver support." 

Councillors have also formed a 
united stance against prejudice fol¬ 
lowing a recently reported rise in in¬ 
stances of hate crime nationally. 

Cllr Andy Canning, county council¬ 
lor for Linden Lea, has put a motion to 
the county council that: "Dorset has a 
history of being a welcoming county. 
We and our partners are united in cel¬ 
ebrating diversity and combatting in¬ 


tolerance in all its forms. 

"Racism and xenophobia have no 
place in our society. We take any ex¬ 
amples of hate crime extremely seri¬ 
ously and will see that the 
appropriate action is taken to deal 
with it." 

Cllr Hayes also spoke out against 
hate crime. 

She added: "The vast majority of 
people in Dorset are supportive and 
generous towards those from other 
countries who have suffered so much. 

"As councillors and with our part¬ 
ners, we stand together in condemn¬ 
ing prejudice or hate in whatever 
form it takes." 

Officers from the county council are 
now working with partners, including 
Dorset's district and borough coun¬ 
cils, public health, the department for 
work and pensions, and the NHS to 
coordinate housing, services and sup¬ 
port for refugee families. 

The funding for the refugees' first 
year after arrival comes from the gov¬ 
ernment's overseas aid budget and 
not from local council tax. 

Partners have agreed it would be 
best to resettle refugees in a 'cluster' 
area rather than spread out across 
Dorset so they can access services, 
schools, meet their religious and cul¬ 
tural needs and avoid isolation. 

Preferably, families will be housed in 
private rented accommodation rather 
than in social housing.

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County council launches 
community'transport toolkit 7 


DORSET County Council has 
launched a 'transport toolkit' to 
help communities set up new 
ways for local people to get out 
and about more easily, after many 
rural bus routes were axed. 

The Dorset Community Trans¬ 
port Toolkit provides useful help 
and advice to local volunteers and 
community organisations about 
setting up a new community 
transport scheme. 

The guide includes everything 
from gathering evidence and cre¬ 
ating a business case, to meeting 
the legislation and finding fund¬ 
ing, to marketing, publicising and 
launching a new scheme - tai¬ 
lored to the needs of residents. 

Community transport offers 
practical solutions to communi¬ 
ties' needs and can be more flexi¬ 
ble in terms of timings and 
destinations and may also be 
used to link up with public bus 
routes and trains. 

Many areas in Dorset already 
have popular community trans¬ 
port schemes, ranging from vol¬ 
unteer car schemes and 
dial-a-ride services, to car sharing 
services and car clubs. 

The toolkit will help communi¬ 
ties decide which option best 
suits their needs and understand 
how schemes can get started and 
be successful. 


The council has put resources in 
place to help community groups, 
including providing free licences 
to an online resource called RunA- 
Club to help small voluntary or¬ 
ganisations manage their activity, 
policies, membership and infor¬ 
mation. 

Links with local transport action 
groups and parish council trans¬ 
port representatives are also avail¬ 
able. 

Cllr Peter Finney, the council's 
cabinet member for environment, 
highways and infrastructure, said: 
"By working closely with commu¬ 
nities, we are taking a fresh ap¬ 
proach to shape a range of 
transport options and offering a 
more flexible community trans¬ 
port network. 

"Community schemes, such as 
NeighbourCar or dial-a-ride, can 
be more responsive to people's 
needs for social and leisure jour¬ 
neys. 

"There is already a good net¬ 
work of community transport in 
Dorset and we want to help it 
grow."

BADT have loaned the building to Force8 to ex¬ 
periment with how the building can be used for the 
benefit of the public. 

Throughout the summer, Force8 has organised a 
programme of talks, film screenings, events, per¬ 
formances and the opportunity to meet artists. 

Alongside the artists’ work, highlights include an 
architectural tour of West Bay with Tim Gough, a 
senior lecturer in architecture at Kingston Univer¬ 
sity, a live internet broadcast, an evening of impro¬ 
vised sound and music, a historical talk about 
rebellion and revolution in 19th century Dorset and 
a night screening of animation from around the 
world. 

Force8 is also inviting the public to bring their 
stories and knowledge about West Bay to the art 
project. 

Local residents can loan an object that has a story 
behind it about West Bay and it will be exhibited 
throughout the summer. 

A story booth has been set up in the chapel for 
people to record their own memories, stories and 
experiences of West Bay, which will be the start of

Warning on water safety 


IN light of the recent warm weather, 
Dorset and Wiltshire Fire and Rescue 
Service are reminding people about 
the dangers of water. 

When the weather is hot, the 
temptation is always there to take a 
cooling dip in open water, but any 
lake or waterway can hold hidden 
dangers, such as uneven depths, 
sudden decreases in temperature, 
out of sight objects and unseen 
currents. 

A spokesperson for the Dorset and 
Wiltshire Fire and Rescue Service 
said: "We are appealing to parents, 
particularly now the school holidays 
have started, to make sure they 
know where their children are and 
to keep them from going into lakes, 
reservoirs and rivers. 

"Water can look calm on the sur¬ 
face, but there are often undercur¬ 
rents that can pull even the 


strongest swimmer under. 

"In addition, water can feel rela¬ 
tively warm on the surface but be 
icy cold just a few feet beneath - 
this can quickly cause severe cramp 
and even hypothermia." 

Amongst the service's tips for stay¬ 
ing safe near water are: alcohol and 
water don't mix - stay out of the 
water if drinking, parents must al¬ 
ways watch their children while at 
areas of water, never let children 
swim unsupervised, don't swim 
near motor boats, jet skis or other 
power vehicles, never interfere with 
lifesaving equipment, swimming 
anywhere other than at purpose 
built and supervised swimming 
pools can be highly dangerous and 
is not recommended - unless as 
part of an organised club.

The force also want 101 callers to en¬ 
sure it is a police matter so that they don’t 
waste their time and police time by call¬ 
ing incorrectly. 

This year a campaign will focus on ed¬ 
ucation around the correct use of 101, 
promotion of the other contact methods 
available as an alternative for reporting 
non-urgent matters and guidance around 
what community issues their partner 
agencies deal with. 

The new Dorset Police website was 
launched in June with a host of new serv¬ 
ices to get in touch with the force online. 

The ‘Do It Online’ section of the site 
offers various online reporting and en¬ 
quiry tools that enable a quicker and 
easier alternative to calling 101. 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset Police and 
Crime Commissioner, said: “As part of 
the Your Dorset, Your Police, Your 
View project last year, 82 per cent of 
local people said they wanted to be able 
to report non-urgent crimes on the web¬ 
site and 60 per cent wanted to engage 
with their Neighbourhood Policing 
Team online. 

“The introduction of the new Dorset 
Police website is a real step forward in 
modernising how the public can inter¬ 
act with the police. We now need to 
work with the public to ensure only 


policing matters are reported, and in turn, 
we will continue to monitor how the tele¬ 
phone and online 101 reports are being 
dealt with to ensure the public receive an 
efficient service.” 

Dorset Police receive over 1,300 calls 
to 101 and over 200 emergency calls to 
999 every day. These levels increase in 
the summer months, and therefore the de¬ 
mands on call handlers is considerable. 

Unfortunately they continue to receive 
calls from the public which are for other 
agencies or not an appropriate call for the 
police. 

These include matters such as road is¬ 
sues, live travel alerts, parking issues, 
driveway obstructions, bin collections, 
recycling, litter, dog fouling, street light¬ 
ing, parks, noise complaints - including 
parties - pest control, lost and found ani¬ 
mals, fly tipping, bonfires and fireworks 
and trading standards.

'Office Suite' nostalgia at Burton Bradstock 


BURTON Bradstock Players’ re¬ 
cent production of Alan Bennett’s 
double-bill “Office Suite” took the 
audience back to Britain in the late 
1970s - a time when the country 
faced economic collapse in the 
wake of bitter confrontation be¬ 
tween management and unionised 
workers. 

In the first of the two playlets, 
Green Forms, director Elizabeth 
Slater cleverly brought out the 
conflicts between two office 
workers, Doreen and Doris, who 
spend their time gossiping about 
colleagues, their mundane home 
lives and office politics, scarcely 
finding time to process the various 
forms that seem to be their sole 
occupation in an office without 
computers and e-mail. 

Cilia Jones as the amiable and 
conscientious Doreen captured 
perfectly the vulnerability of a 
middle-aged woman fearing the 
loss of her job. 

Her selfish colleague Doris, sub¬ 
tly portrayed by Janet Tolputt, 
found excuses for doing very lit¬ 
tle - “You have to be in the mood 
for pink forms,” she says. 

Roy Perkins, as the office mes¬ 
senger Mr Lomax, created an 
amusing barrack-room lawyer 
type, whose membership of the 
ASTMS union probably saved 
him from the redundancy that 
eventually faced the hapless 
Doreen and Doris. 

In the second piece, A Visit from 
Miss Prothero, Mr Dodsworth 
finds his cosy retirement disturbed 
by Miss Prothero, a waspish for¬ 
mer colleague who delights in de-

stroying happy memories of his 
achievements in devising an effec¬ 
tive manual system for processing 
invoices. 

Chris Roberts played Mr 
Dodsworth with great sensitivity, 
creating a sympathetic portrayal of 
a man still mourning the loss of 
his beloved wife, with only his 
budgerigar for company. 

Elizabeth Slater as Miss 
Prothero was the perfect foil, skil¬ 
fully playing the domineering of¬ 
fice gossip who belittled 
Dodsworth’s accounting system, 
now replaced by a modern com¬ 
puter program. 

Director Vicky Thomas drew out 
the nuances of Bennett’s intricate 
storyline to great effect, with the 
actors delivering their lines in 
north-country accents that were 
entirely in keeping with their char¬ 
acters. 

The piece was complemented by 
an effective drawing room set, 
complete with such contemporary 
features as net curtains, a floral 
shaded standard lamp and a spider 
plant, not to mention the caged 
budgie so typical of the 1970s. 

The knowing chuckles of the au¬ 
dience showed that both plays 
struck a chord with many who had 
lived through the period and bore 
witness to the way in which all the 
performers had created believable 
characters that beautifully por¬ 
trayed the subtleties of Alan Ben¬ 
nett’s creative observational 
writing.

Police warn: 'Don't let burglars 
ruin your summer holidays!' 


DORSET Police is thanking the 
public for their help in driving 
down burglary in the county, but 
are reminding residents to stay 
vigilant in the busy summer 
months. 

The force typically experiences a 
peak in the level of dwelling bur¬ 
glaries during the summer 
months, but figures from June this 
year are already showing im¬ 
provement. 

In the period from 2012 to 2015, 
the average number of dwelling 
burglaries in June was 148. In June 
2016, the force experienced 93. 

The warmer months have previ¬ 
ously shown a higher number of 
dwelling burglaries than other 
points in the year, but statistics 
show that there has been a consis¬ 
tent improvement in this area. 

From April to June 2012, there 
were 496 incidents, in the same 
period in 2014 this had decreased 
to 398 and the figures for 2016 
show 309. 

However, officers are still en¬ 
couraging members of the public 
to familiarise themselves with 
crime prevention advice and to 
continue following simple steps to 
keep their homes safe. 

Detective inspector Andy Dil- 
worth, of the Dorset Police priority 
crime team, said: "It is fantastic to 
see the number of dwelling bur¬ 
glaries in Dorset steadily decreas¬ 
ing, but there is still plenty of work 


to be done. 

"You can stop your home from 
becoming a target for criminals by 
following our crime prevention 
advice this summer, whether you 
are spending it at home or away. 

"If you are going away, let your 
neighbours know and ask them to 
keep an eye on your property or 
park their car on your drive to give 
the impression your property is 
occupied. Also be sure to cancel 
any regular deliveries such as milk 
or newspapers. 

"You can also use a light timer, 
which will help to deter burglars 
from targeting your property." 

But it is not just the increased 
likelihood of residents going on 
holiday which has previously 
driven up burglary statistics in the 
county over the summer months. 

Dl Dilworth added: "Warmer 
days and evenings mean people 
are more inclined to leave win¬ 
dows and doors open, or to enjoy 
their back gardens out of sight of 
the front of their properties. 

"Remember to always lock your 
doors and windows wherever 
possible and to keep the front of 
your house secure if you are 
around the back. 

"Burglars may use any opportu¬ 
nity to gain access to your prop¬ 
erty, so don't give them the 
chance."

PROTECT YOURSELF 

FROM SCAMS

JULY marks Scams Awareness Month - so how 
can you protect yourself? 

Citizens Advice has teamed up with the Char¬ 
tered Trading Standards Institute to launch the 
awareness-raising drive to help people avoid 
falling prey to scams. 

The campaign urges people to take three steps 
to avoid themselves and others being ripped off 
- get advice, report it and tell others about it. 

Citizens Advice analysed 5,000 scams reported 
to the charity between January and March 2016. 

It said the average victim of an investment 
scam loses £20,000. 

These frauds may involve fake diamonds, 
bogus stocks and shares and fine wines that 
don't really exist. 

In one case seen by Citizens Advice, a man paid 
£150,000 for diamonds that turned out to be 
worth a fraction of the cost. 

Victims are being hooked in to such scams by 
cold calls, online adverts and fake websites. 

The promise of returns that appear very attrac¬ 
tive in the low interest rate environment may also 
make such offers sound particularly tempting. 

But as Leon Livermore, chief executive of the 
Chartered Trading Standards Institute, says, while 
the criminals' methods are becoming increas¬ 
ingly more sophisticated, "the advice remains the 
same, if it looks too good to be true, it probably 
is". 

People's hard-saved pension pots may be a par¬ 
ticular target - so be very wary of offers of "free" 
advice on how to increase your investments. 

The pension freedoms launched in 2015 give 
the over-55s much greater choice over how they 
use their pension pots. 

But fraudsters will also see these savings pots 
as a target. 

Consumer group Which? has also sounded 
warnings about pension liberation schemes. 

These target people under the age of 55 and 
encourage them to withdraw or transfer their 
pension savings - often with "exhorbitant" fees 
involved - the consumer group says. 

However, pensions are generally designed to 
only allow savers access to their money after they 
turn 55. 

Accessing pensions savings before 55, unless in 
exceptional circumstances such as ill-health, 
could see consumers losing up to 70% of their 
pot as a tax penalty, Which? warns. 

Alex Neill, director of policy and campaigns at 
Which? says: "Pension scams are a worrying 
problem and are costing savers millions of 
pounds.

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"Unfortunately, criminals will always find ways 
to try to target your money and it's hard to tell 
the difference between the genuine and the 
dodgy online adverts." 

Which? is running a campaign called Safeguard 
us from Scams, which calls for more to be done 
to protect consumers from online frauds. 

The consumer group says people should ignore 
cold calls and unsolicited texts about their pen¬ 
sion. 

It also warns alarm bells should ring with con¬ 
sumers if a firm is using phrases such as "loop¬ 
hole" or "free pension review". 

Which? says you should thinktwice about using 
any companies promoting access to your pen¬ 
sion or early pension release before you reach 55. 

It fears that some websites may potentially ex¬ 
ploit people's confusion over the new pension 
freedoms and don't explain the huge losses at 
stake. 

Many fraudsters use high-pressure tactics and 
Which? says you should never rush into agreeing 
a pension transfer. 

It suggests that if you're unsure, consider 
speaking to a financial adviser who is not associ¬ 
ated with the pension deal. 

The free Government-backed Pension Wise 
service is also available to help people aged 50 
and over decide how to use their pension pot. 

As well as your pension pot, fraudsters also see 
the information you place on social media as a 
target. 

Experts at Cifas, a service that gathers informa¬ 
tion from financial firms, fear that a lack of aware¬ 
ness about the crime is making it easier for 
conmen. 

Criminals glean personal information from so¬ 
cial media and hack into private systems to get 
people's personal details and go on to apply for 
a loan or buy a product in their victim's name. 

To help combat online fraudsters, make sure 
you have the most up-to-date security software 
installed, including anti-virus. Some banks offer 
free security software. 

Suspect any unsolicited emails that claim to be 
from a trusted organisation like your bank or the 
tax office, and be careful not to click on any links. 

And remember that while you may be excited 
about your summer getaway, posting details of 
it online may also advertise the fact your home 
is empty to burglars. 

DON'T FORGETTO PACK YOUR 
HEALTH INSURANCE CARD 

With the peak summer holiday season in Eu¬ 
rope here, the Association of British Insurers (ABI) 
is reminding travellers not to holiday without 
travel insurance and their European Health Insur¬ 
ance Card (EHIC). 

It says that regardless of the vote to leave the 
EU, the EHIC and travel insurance remain a 
"must". 

The free EHIC gives access to state-provided 
healthcare on the same basis as a national in the 
country you are visiting. 

But the card is not an alternative to travel insur¬ 
ance, so it is important to have both to make sure 
you are fully covered. 

It's also worth bearing in mind that many travel 
insurers will waive their excess (the first part of 
the claim that you pay yourself) if you use your 
EHIC. 

The ABI says last year insurers came to the aid 
of nearly 500,000 travellers who needed help 
overseas, paying out the equivalent of £1 million 
every day.

FIRST-TIME BUYERS TAKE OUT MORE 

MORTGAGES THAN HOME MOVERS 

First-time buyers have started taking out more 
mortgages than home movers for the first time 
in 20 years, according to figures from banks and 
building societies. 

People taking their first step on the property 
ladder took out 27,500 home loans in May across 
the UK, marking a 9% increase compared with 
April, the Council of Mortgage Lenders (CML) 
said. 

Meanwhile, existing homeowners who were 
moving home took out 26,300 mortgages in May, 
marking a lower number than the first-time 
buyer figure, but still up by 18% month-on- 
month.

Rental sector tenants saw a boost in the supply 
of properties for them to choose from in the sec¬ 
ond quarter of this year, according to a property 
website. 

There were 8% more newly-marketed rental 
properties in the second quarter of this year 
across England and Wales compared with the 
same period in 2015, Rightmove reported. 

In London, the supply of properties being 
newly-marketed was up by 22% on the same pe¬ 
riod last year, it said.

NUISANCE CALLS ABOUT LOANS' 

One in eight Britons is being bombarded with 
nuisance calls every day offering high-risk finan¬ 
cial products like payday loans, a charity has 
warned. 

More than half (59%) of people surveyed for 
StepChange Debt Charity said they had received 
an unsolicited telephone call offering them high 
cost credit such as a payday loan, or the services 
of a fee-charging debt management company in 
the last 12 months. 

Meanwhile, 12% of people said they receive 
calls like this every day.

GLITTERING pop, a birthday rave, and 80s pop classics 
were the order of the weekend at Camp Bestival, writes 
Rob Larcombe. 

X-Factor runners-up Reggie N Bollie got the party 
started at the main stage on Friday, with a slew of mod¬ 
ern pop hits - a surefire winner with Camp B's youthful 
audience. 

Sets from Turkin Brakes, DJ Yoda and Squeeze fol¬ 
lowed, warming up an already sun-drenched crowd 
ahead of pop starlet Jesse Glynne's headline set. 
Glynne's unique soulful vocals on a string of number 
one's was an excellent finish to Friday. Coincidentally, 
the highlight of the set, the massive hit'Rather Be', was 
originally a collaboration with last year's Friday head¬ 
liners Clean Bandit. 

SATURDAY, as ever, was the busiest day on site, and 
the day's entertainment was great, though had one or 
two oddities; Dawn Penn, whose reggae groove floor- 
filler 'No No No' was surely the key reason she was 
booked, never actually got to play said song, due to the 
period of church silence on the main stage on the Sat¬ 
urday evening (an odd, but widely accepted foible of 
CB), much to the chagrin of several thousand at the 
main stage. 

Following the silence - a good excuse to sample a 
cocktail or two - an unexpected top act of the weekend 
played. Electro-indie-psych rockers Django Django, a 
last minute replacement for Arrested Development 
(cancelled due to illness) were my highlight, with 
'Waveforms','Default'and more sounding event more 
impressive live than recorded. Katy B followed up with 
a bass heavy set, lining up perfectly for the headline act 
of the weekend, Fatboy Slim (aka Norman Cook). 

Birthday-boy Cook had eaten, slept and was at the 
rave/repeat stage of his day as he took to the stage in a 
full astronaut suit, embracing Camp B's space theme. 
His set was filled with a relatively small amount of live 
mixing, but that didn't tarnish a slick presentation of 
pre-mixed mash-ups and excellent visuals on the back¬ 
drop of the stage. 

With energy yet to be completely sapped, we headed 
to the silent disco for what is always a fun, if slightly em¬ 
barrassing sing and dance! 

With slightly fuzzy heads, we embraced a cross-sec¬ 
tion of entertainment on Sunday; Jasper Carrott 
brought an all-to-short comedy headline set to the Big 
Top; KTTunstall rocked on the main stage; before a 
cheesy 80s pop set from Banarama (well, two-thirds of 
the original line-up). Anne-Marie, continued the 
evening's main-stage offerings with an angsty and en¬ 
ergetic set, before the festival's two-part finale begun. 

New-wave pop legends Tears for Fears brought live 
musical proceedings to a close with a hit-strewn set, 
bookended with absolute classics'Everybody Wants to 
Rule The World'and'Shout'. An appreciative crowd sang 
back every word. 

Part two of the final act was the awe-inspiring fire¬ 
works at the castle; a real spectacle, and almost worth 
the admission alone. Tributes to David Bowie and 
Prince whilst the pyrotechnics exploded high-above 
brough the curtain down, and a tear to the eye!

The Passat GTE's electric motor develops 
maximum torque of 330 Nm and offers 
continuous torque of 170 Nm. The 1.4-litre 
direct-injection turbocharged petrol en¬ 
gine is as sophisticated as the electric 
motor and drivetrain. This four-valve per 
cylinder unit from the EA211 engine family 
uses an ultra-rigid die-cast aluminium 
crankcase. Maximum power of 156 PS 
comes at 5,000 rpm, and maximum torque 
of 250 Nm is on offer between 1,500 rpm 
and 3,500 rpm. 

Under normal circumstances, the Passat 
GTE starts in pure electric E-Mode. When it 
reaches minimum battery charge hybrid 
mode is activated.

Despite its extra technology and revised 
styling, dimensions of the Passat GTE 


match those of the standard Passat, includ¬ 
ing boot volume (402-968 litres for the sa¬ 
loon and 483-1613 litres for the estate).

BRIDPORT finally unlocked a stubborn Ilminster 
team with two goals in the last quarter of tlast Tues¬ 
day’s pre-season friendly writes Stuart Broom. 

It was the Bees final game before the start of their 
season on August 6th when they play Alresford Town 
in the FA Cup, whilst for Ilminster it was their first 
competitive pre-season workout.

Ilminster caught the Bridport defence cold within 
20 seconds of the restart and when the ball was 
scrambled away it fell to Brad Miles who hit a 20- 
yard shot with the outside of his left foot that 
screamed in off the post to give the visitors the lead. 

Bridport moved up a gear as they fought back but it 
wasn’t until midway through the half when Martin’s 
low corner caused confusion on the goal line and the 
ball went in off a defender. 

Mark Salter almost immediately put Bridport ahead 


but he couldn’t quite direct Condliffe’s cross into 
goal, but with Ilminster now struggling to stay in the 
game as Bridport’s superior fitness began to tell, they 
fell behind on 77 minutes. 

Parsons brought down Condliffe on the angle of the 
penalty box and when keeper May failed to hold Mar¬ 
tin’s low curling free kick, Leigh Bailey was on hand 
to bundle the ball over the line. 

Salter then showed his prowess when with eight 
minutes remianing he beat May to a through ball, 
dinked it over his head and half volleyed into an 
empty net.
